The  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred 
mainly  in  the  same  months. 

Systematic  immunisation  against  diphtheria  mas 
|, continued  during  the  year,  the  results  were 
satisfactory  and  a high  level  of  immunisation  has 
been  attained* 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  was  less  than  the  number  for  the 
preceding  year,  but  remains  larger  than  the  figure 
I for  the  pre-war  years* 

There  has  been  a remarkable  diminution  of  the 
number  of  cases  of  scabies.  It  is  thought  that  this 
is  partly  duB  to  the  widespread  use  of  Benzyl  Benzoat 
:for  treatment.
